DYMMITEHPLODES. 


Barn Blown te Pieces and the 


Whole Town is Shaken 


by the Accident. 


WORK OF A SPARK FROM A FORGE. 


Marvelous Escape of Several Men at 


Work In the Union Quarry this 


Mcrning. 
Scenes at 


the Wreck. 


One of the most disastrous explosions 


that has occurred in this town for some 
years happened this morning at the quarry 
on Union street, in the rear of the Mow- 
bray barn, from which stone is being 
taken for the Eclipse and Beaver mill ad- 
ditions. 


The explosion happened shortly after S 


o'clock and shook the entire neighbor- 
hood. It was felt on the corner of Pleas- 
ant and East Main streets. It worked 
great destruction but the escape of life 
was miraculous. While there were a num- 
ber of men working close to the spot only 
thres were injured and just cue of them 
seriously. This was marvelous when it is 
considered that windows 300 feet avray 
were shattered. 


The ei plosion occurred in an open shed 


standing between the quarry -and the 
Mowbray barn. It was used as a store 
house by the workmen and a portable 
forge occupied part of it. There were 
many things stored in the shed that were 
not part of the workmen's outfit, such as 
sleighs and wagons. The explosives used 
in quarrying were kept in the shed, away 
at the tarthcrest corner of it from the 
forge. This morning there was in stock 
about twenty-five pounds of dynamite 
and a number of "exploders," as they 
are called. 
Exploders are 
used ' to 


make the concussion that explodes ihe 
dynamite. Dynamite does not explode by 
ignition, but by concussion. This quan- 
tity of dynamite was what exploded 
causing all tbe havoc. 


There are stories concerning the cause 


of the explosion. It was said a reckless 
fellow put a red hot poker into the dyna- 
mite to show his courage and the harm- 
lessness of the explosive. This is not 
supported by any of the men. The story 
told by Foreman Edward Walsh at his 
home in Cavanaugh's block to a TRAN- 
SCRIPT reporter is that he, Mr. Walsh, 
was preparing to "explode a hole," 
that is tp cause a- "blast" in the quarry. 
He went to the bos of 
exploders 


and 
took 
one 
of 
them 
out 


and laid it down close to the box until he 
went out to and give some orders. He 
went out and in a few seconds the black- 
smith came rushing out of the shed giv- 
ing an alarm of danger. The blacksmith, 
Wilfred Ptoux, was engaged in welding a 
chain 
when Mr. Walsh was in the 


shed to get an exploder. When Mr. 
Proux gave the alarm Mr. Walsh ran into 
the shed to try and get hold hold of the 
burning fuse and tear it away irom the 
dynamite. He had just gotten within 
three feet of it when tbe explosion oc- 
curred and he was sent bounding out of 
the shed like a ball and the structure went 
into the air. Mr. Walsh struck the ground 
three times in his passage from the shed. 
The fuse of the exploder that Mr. Walsh 
had taken from the box had been ignited 
by a spark from the iron at white heat 
that the blacksmith was welding. 


The scene immediately after the explo- 


sion was indescribable. 


heaps on each Hide of the pl$ut? where the 
dynamite stood. One of the wagons was 
blown out into a neighboring yard. Not 
a whole window was loft in the Mowbray 
barn. Many window lights were broken 
in the rear windows of the Union street 
tenements and about 200 panes 
were 


smashed in the Union school house some 
300 feet away. Had it been a school day 
there would Have been a panic among the 
children. 


W. H. Lally who is in charge of the 


quarry was called immediately and he 
took Mr. Walsh home calling on Dr. Cur- 
ron on the way to have him dress the 
man's wound?. Mr. Walsh has a cut over 
the right knee and is suffering from 
shock. Antonio Uhiarello, a workman, 
who stood outside the shed when the ex- 
plosion occurred was cut on the face, on 
the right sido down over the eye, which 
may be dangerous. He has many bruises. 
Antonio was thrown down and was hit 
with flying pieces of timber. 
The black- 


smith was hit on tbe side of the* head and 
received slight injury. 
The- ambulance 


was called and Antonio was removed to 
the hospital. It is not expected his in- 
juries will prove serious, bat they are 
worse than those the others received. 


Men were set to work immediately to 


clear up the wreck and to glaze the win- 
dows of the schoolhouse and other build- 
ings.

PROF. HARRIS' ANALYSIS. 


He Writes a Letter Both Sarcastic and 


Scientific. 


Prof. Harris of Aniherst college, the 


chemist who made the water analysis for 
our board of health, and which created a 
general alarm 
concerning our pump 


water, has kindly sent the TRANSCRIPT 
a letter in reply to one sent him by us 
concerning a comparison of his conclu- 
sions compared with those that might be 
drawn from Wanklyu's work on "water 
analysis," recently appearing 
lu these 


columns. 


The letter has a sprinkling of sarcasm 


in it that may be delicious for anyone 
accepting Wanklyn's authority or one 
who believes we have an efficient board 
of health. The substance of tbe letter i* 
that Prof. Harris still believes that the 
samples of water sent him are impure. 
He states this as his own professional 
opinion. His analysis was undoubtedly 
correct and his conclusions from that 
analysis are his own and worthy of great 
consideration. Tbe professor has nothing 
to say of Wanklyn as quoted in tnis paper. 
TUe following is his letter: 
Amhersl College, Department of Chem- 


istry, Amherst, Mass., Sept. 24,18«5. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT.—Yours is at hand 


with the abundant assurance that water 
is all as pure as nature can afford. Well, 
if you are satisfied, then I do not complain. 
I have given the analysis and I conlirmed 
it by careful repetition. If you had such 
unquestioned authorities at home I do not 
see why the samples were sent to me. 


Now there are two points to consider :— 


First, the analysis, and second, the deduc- 
tions. The analysis states the condition 
of the water. Next is, what is suitable. 
I regard any water giving more titan .05 
of either free or albuminvid ammonia as 
rather doubtful or approaching that 
point, and .08 is the limit. I am willing to 
accept of a passable water, and in all cases 
I reject a water that firings a whole num- 
ber into the first place of decimals. Now 
this sample gave just four times the free 
ammonia that I am willing to allow as a 
maximum for a passable water. We do 
not claim but that the albuminoid am- 
monia is within limits. The reason of Ibis 
is that the water has been a long time in 
making the changes over from one condi- 
tion of its nitrogenous matter to another. 
It is for some efficient board of health to 
decide if a water too high in ammonia, 
that must have originally come f;-om 
nitrogenous matter, is suitable for uie, I 
do not prefer such water myself,,but if a, 
competent board of health think the 
water the purest of earth's fountains I am 
certain they should be supplied with all 
the good fountains could produce.

FBOH SMALL BEGINNING 


The Home Department of Sunday 


Schools Has Become National, 


Wonderful Growth Reported 


Prom All Quarters. 


Spread ot the Gospel Among Many Who Never 


Attend Church. 


BOSTON, Sept. 28.—Tho phenomenal and 


steady increasing growth of the home de- 
partment of Sunday schools In different 
Evangelical oh arches led to an investiga- 
tion into its origin, history, status nnd 
prospects by Editor Hazard of The Congre- 
gational Sunday School and Publishing 
Society, who has just made his report oil 
the subject.* 


The home-class idea, out ot which the 


home department has grown, had its birth 
In tho same year with that of the Chris- 
tian Endeavor movement — 18S1. 
The 


home class was originated to promote tho 
study of the Bible outside of tha Sunday 
school by individuals and in tho home. 
Tbe expansion of the movement, though 
somewhat tardy in coming, has of late 
years become almost as phenomenal as 
that of the Christian Endeavor society. 


What Dr. Clark ia to tho Y. P. .S. C. E., 


Dr. W. A. Duncan, field secretary of the 
Congregational Sunday School and Pub- 
lishing society, is to the movement for tho 
home department of the Sunday school. 
While attending a district Sunday school 
convention in New York state, in tho 
spring of 1831, a woman who had a veranda 
class expresaod to Dr. Duncan her regret 
that her pastor showed no sympathy with 
her work. Instantly Dr. Duncan saw largo 
possibilities in extending the boundaries 
of the Sunday school to the 


Farthest Reach of the Parish. 


Tho adoption of the home-class plan by 


the Congregational Sunday school and 
Publishing society in 1885 made it national. 
In New York l-10thof the churches this 
year are reported as having home de- 
partments, connected with which are 4SOO 
•visitors, wlto have under care 37,500 home- 
class students. There are miffly home de- 
partments in England, one with a mem- 
bership of 300 being reported in connection 
with the school at Nottingham, whoso 
pastor is Rev. W. Crosble. 


In Bohemia, through Dr. Duncan again, 


It secured a beginning. 
It has also been 


heard from in France. Tho Austrian laws 
prohibit independent or officially "un- 
recognized" meetings, so that the homo 
department can accomplish what cannot 
bo done through tho Sunday school. Tha 
home department has also found its way 
to India. 


The superintendent of a Sunday school 


in Vermont writes that in his home de- 
partment there are 36 families, only 10 of 
which ever came to church, and 28 of 
which have in all 46 children that would 
bo without Sunday school privileges ex- 
cept for this method of reaching them. 
Some of the families live five miles away 
from the school. 


Tho home department of the Northfleld 


Sunday school is organized in 10 classes, 
under the care of a superintendent, who 
has as associates nine visitors. It num- 
bers aboiu 170. It extends over a region 
eight miles long by sis broad. 


All For Williams. 


BOSTON, Sept. 28.—The Democratic cau- 


cuses in this vicinity laot night were only 
fairly 
attended, and the proceedings 


passed off quietly. Tho delegates elected 
to the state convention nearly all favor 
the nomination of ex-Congressman Georgo 
F. Williams ot Dedham for governor. 
There was no opposition offered him, and 
his nomination by acclamation is assured. 
Very little interest wa* manifested by the 
voters' caucuses in two wards in Lynn, I 
being without a quorum. Williams waa 
the choice everywhere.

the Portsmouth and Kittcry bridge one 
week ago last night and was lost with her 
crow of two and posMblv three men, wua 
located yesterday by WlMiam W. Tobey 
and son of Cam bridge, Mass., who were 
out rowing on the river when they they es- 
pied tho mast of a boat sticking ont of tho 
water. The location was about 500 feet 
from the bridge. Diver Hurley will go 
down, and an attempt will be made to 
raise the boat.

PnoviDEfCE, Sept. 28.—The controversy 


between C. O. Iselln and Paul Baptiste of 
this city, over the yellow dog which served 
as the Defender's mascot, is still going on. 
Baptiste alleges that tlio dog was stolen 
from him and taken abcard tho Defender.

will show liabilities of about $80,000,000, 
of which about {11,000,000 have been of 
manufacturing and (17,600,000 of trading 
concerns. 


The speculation In cotton has lifted the 


price % during the past week, and quota- 
tions hare are so much higher than at Liv* 
orpool that frae exports cannot be ex- 
pected. 


But for the> extraordinary supplies car- 


ried over from last year, the manufacturer 
hero and abroad would be in trouble. 


The wheat market has been excited with- 


out much discoverable reason, and the 
price has advanced over 5 cents for spot 
and 2% cents for December deliveries.

Have Thus Far Failed of Verification 


by Counsel For Durrani. 


Prosecution Is Reasonably 


Sure of Conviction. 


A Brief Review of Main Points In the Trial 


to Dale. 


SAN FKAKCISCO, Sept. 38.—After two 


(lays devoted to tho testimony of the de- 
fense, the Durrant trial was adjourned at 
noon yesterday uutil nest Tuesday. In 
the meantime, however, tho defense has 
disclosed enough to satisfy the prosecution 
that Durranc'a attorneys are groping in 
tho dark in the hope'that something may 
develop within the next few days. 


After two days devoted to the testi- 


mony of the defense, the trial was ad- 
journed at noon yesterday until next 
Tuesday. In the meantime, however, the 
defense has disclosed enough to satisfy the 
prosecution that Durrant's attorneys am 
groping In the dark in the hope that some- 
thing may develop within the next few 
days. 


The weakness of the defense is mada ap- 


parent at this time on account of ex- 
travagant assertions that Durrant's 
at- 


torneys have uuiformally made since the 
trial began. When the prosecution was 
engaged in putting in its case, and the 
situation looked darkest for Durrant, At- 
torney Duprey was accustomed to snap his 
fingers, and remark that he had no fears 
for the future of his client. 


"We will clear him in three initiates," 


said Duprey, "and the public will be at a 
loss to understand how Durrant's namg 
was ever connected with the case." Tho 
same line of extravagant claims was con- 
tinued when Attorney Duprey made lua 


Opening Speech For the Defense. 


"Not only will the prisoner tell with his 


own lips the simple story of his life on the 
day that Blanche Lament was murdered," 
said Duprey, "but Dr. Cheney will toll you 
that Durrant w&s at Cooper Medical col- 
lege at tho very hour when the murder ot 
Blanche Lament is said to have taken 
place. Besides that, wo will prove to you 
that Durraat never tried to pawn Miss 
Lament's ring at Oppenbeim's store. On 
the contrary we will firing fonvard the 
young mou who did try to pawn a riug 
at Oppenheim's similar to the one worn 
by Miss Lamont." 


In view of these startling statements, it 


was first believed that the defense might 
have n strong case held in retervo which 
would put to a severe test the case of the 
prosecution. Mr. Cheney, who was ex- 
pucted to tell so much for the defense, was 
as strong a witness for the prosecution as 
has taken the stand during the trial. 
In- 


stead of fulfilling Duprey'* abatement and 
swearing that Durraut attended a lecturu 
at Cooper Medical college, he said he had 
no recollection of seeing the young medical 
student there. 
' 


I£ further proof were needed, on the be- 


lief that the defense has little to offer in 
refutation of the case put forward by the 
prosecution, it was furnished yesterday. 
Instead of placing witnesses on the stand 
to testify in connection with Durrant's 
alibi, two gasfltters were called to testify 
with regard to the sunbnrnors in tho gal- 
lery of Emamiel church. ITor two hours 
the crowd was bored and the jury made 
tired by a long series of questions and an- 
swers relative to the minutest part of tha 
construction of a sunburner. Not once, 
during the entire session was tho name of 
Blanche Lamont mentioned. 


Drawlne on Imagination. 


'The evident purpose of the examination 


was to show that the repairing of sun- 
burners would necessarily result in tha 
escape of a great deal of gas. This testi- 
mony will be used to substantiate Dur- 
rant's statement that he was suffering 
from partial asphyxiation when he came 
downfzom the church belfry, troubling 
and flushed, and met Organist King in tha 
auditorium. 


A significant feature of the testimony 


of the two gasQtters was the fact that 
each testified that he made an examina- 
tion of the sunburners in Einanuel church 
on Sept. 31. The prosecution interprets 
this to meaK that the defense had nothing 
upon which to base a case until the case 
of tho people was nearly completed. 


The present character of his case, how- 


ever, has produced no change in the de- 
meanor of Durrant. Day after day he sits 
in the courtroom beside his father and 
mother and listens to the evidence against 
him without a sign of emotion. 


This stoicism on the p-trt of the prisoner 


is only surpassed by that of his mother.

To frequenters of the court- 
room, Mrs. Durraut's conduct is almost as 
unfathomable as that of her son.
